advocated by German, and Swedish 
professors of physical training.

say t'mt great benefit results from r. 
conscientious practice of the simple art. 
But they require a systematic and con- 
stant effort on the part of the bene- 
ficiary- 


Drill schools have been formed where 


one of the chief exercises consists in 
lying flat, back downward, on a table 
and simply breathing and expelling 
air from the lungs with regularity and 
vigor.

sickness whittling is said to be beyond 
compare. 
Development of chest aud 


neck muscles i.s one of the special ad- 
vantages claimed for the exercise. 
Long, deep breathing is an essential 
for a good whistler, as it is not permis- 
sible to draw In the breath except dur- 
ing the intervals of the sound produc- 
tion. 


Fruits For Tlilr*t. 


Chemical analysis would assign prac- 


tically no nutritive value to the juicy 
fruits, fur (hey consist of little more 
than a cellulose envelope containing a 
solution of sugar.

category containing less than 80 per 
cent.
